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SEA FURNISHES MUCH FOOD 
STAND IN WAT OF BUSINESS 


Unit'd States Has Pa-haps the Most 
Valuable Fishery In Which All 
Coast States Share. 


The United States hat what Is said 
to be the most valuable fishery In the 
world, hut probably not one person 
In ten con name it. It Is conducted in 
every seacoast state from Cape Cod 
to the Rio Grande, and from Puget 
sound up to San Francisco, and It 
yields annually about 115,(XX) tons of 
food as prepared for consumption, on 
equivalent of 400,VXX) dressed steers. 
It employs about 07,000 persons, and 
lip annual product, us It comes from 
tho water, Is valued at over $15,000,- 
(XtO. 
There are other fisheries that 
possibly exceed It In 
the 
ultimate 
value of their products, hut In such 
cases much labor and material and a 
heavy Investment of capital have been 
concerned In manufacturing operations 
to prepare the product for the con­ 
sumer; as, for example, the canned- 
salmon Industry of the Pacific coast. 
Tho American fishery for codfish on 
the Atlantic const, which lias been the 
cause of much diplomatic discussion 
and of gruve 
international 
negotia­ 
tions, appears almost Insignificant In 
comparison, Its value In normal times 
before the great war being about $3,- 
000,000 yearly; and the shad fishery, 
the prospects of which each spring 
call forth much comment In the public 
press, produces not one tenth as much 
food. 
The most valuable fishery 
Is 
that which furnishes us with oysters, 
'lite bureau of fisheries has more than J 
once called attention to this in t food 
resource and the possibilities for In­ 
creasing It urn! using ll to hefter ad­ 
ju ta g e . 


Historic London Churches May Have 
to Give W ay to the Demands of 
Modern Progress. 


Nineteen historic city churches In I 
the heart of London, 13 of them the j 
work of Sir Christopher Wren, have 
been marked for destruction by a com­ 
mission appointed by the bishop of 
London to consider the whole ques­ 
tion of the* city churches. 
In seven 
cases It Is proposed to preserve, for 
(heir architectural and historic value, 
the towers of the churches. 
Tri th'* 
af her 
eases 
these 
old 
monument* 
dating hack to the seventeenth century 
and tin* great fire of London, would 
disappear. 
This Is the* recommendation of the 
bishop’s 
commission, 
hut 
already 
strong protests have arisen and the 
Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings has announced that. it will 
take every possible step In making th* 
strongest protest.
